Cosia Rica Takes 
America's Help, 
Uses It Wisely

SAN JO SE, COSTA RICA — Delayed — Here’s 
a little Latin American country that has learned 
over the years to mind its own business, exert 
positive influence on its neighboring states, 
and 
love the United States. 


In comparison to internal affairs in the Republic 
of Panama, its politics is honest and sophisticated, 
its economy (based on agriculture) is stable and its 
hopes for the future bright. 
Costa Rica, 
nestling between 
Panama 
and 
Nicaragua, may have its problems. But it’s not do­ 
ing much crying about them on somebody else’s 
shoulders. 


Under the aegis of the National Liberation Par­ 
ty and President Fracisco Orlich and his cabinet, 
the nation is making progress on a variety of pro­ 
grams relating to industrial promotion, education, 
health, highways and — of all things! — tourism. 


My impression, after a busy four days of con­ 
ferences with President Orlich and members of his 
c abinet and with U.S. Ambassador Raymond Telles 
and members of his mission, is that the progress 
has been marked. 
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Of course, as is the case in most of these Cen­ 
tral American countries, the progress is due 
in 
large measure to Uncle Sam ’s understanding and 
willingness to underwrite by long-term 
loans 
the 
programs. 


Yet, the point is that the Costa Ricans them­ 
selves are a responsible and a grateful people will­ 
ing to take advantage of America’s help and put it 
to relatively wise use. 


President Orlich himself put it this way: 


“ Nowhere in the world does America have a 
better friend than Costa Rica. We know what Amer-

Trenton Stewardess Injured

There will be no tax increase 
for Morrisville residents as re­ 
flected in the 1965 budget of 
$480,589 which was tentatively 
approved last night by the bor­ 
ough council. 
The budget represents about a 
$58,000 increase over the 1964 
budget of $422,097. But due to a 
balance of $54,793 in “surplus” 
from last year, no tax increase 
is expected, according to Rob­ 
ert H. Steward, borough man­ 
ager. 
At 
a 
special 
meeting 
last 
night, the borough council un­ 
animously adopted the tentative 
budget, which calls for a 20- 
mill tax rate, the same rate as 
in 1963 and 1964. 


Millage Breakdown 
The 
millage 
breakdown 
for 
1965 includes 15 mills for gen­ 
eral borough funds; 2.75 for the 
sinking fund; 1.95 for fire fund, 
and .30 for the library fund, 
totaling 20 mills. 
Michael Demech, president of 
council, said this morning that 
“ I have recommended a raise 
for the police force, but it is 
still up to a majority of the 
council.” 
He said he wants about $25 
per month, or $300 a year in­ 
crease for each of the nine po 
licemen. 
“I 
will 
recommend 
this, when the final budget goes 
up for adoption.” 


"Wark Over” Budget 


Demech said the finance com­ 
mittee, headed by Councilman 
Joe Catania, 
is 
expected 
to 
“ work over” the budget between 
now and the time it is adopted. 
“I imagine they will also have 
some recommendations,” he ad­ 
ded.

there is no tax increase.”

The actual amount spent last 
year was listed as $30,265. 
Catania motioned for approval 
of the budget, which was adopted 
in quick fashion in about a five- 
minute meeting. 
The motion also provides for

adoption. Steward said a “ spe­ 
cial” may be called in early 
February to adopt the budget 
finally.
